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A TIME FOR REFLECTION 
A VISIT TO THE NEW JERSEY VIETNAM VETERANS’ MEMORIAL 


On March 23rd, Mrs. Jackson's Advanced Placement English class, along with Mr. MeMahon's Honors U.S. 
History 11 class, took a trip to the NJ Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial and Education Center. The purpose of this trip 
was to give the students further insight into the Vietnam Era, both at home and overseas. The visit was part ofa PBL 
activity entitled, “War: What is it good for?” The students came away with a better understanding of war and its 
long-term effects on socity and the individual. А tour guide at the memorial, himself a veteran ofthe Vietnam War, 
lead the tour, which included the wall with etched with the names of the 1565 citizens of NJ who were killed in action 
or missing in action, most of whom were between the ages of 15 and 20. The memorial is structured to accommodate 
people who are walking and those on wheelchairs, crossing paths to bring forth unity and brotherhood. More 
interestingly, the entrance of the memorial was constructed in the shape ofa teardrop, symbolizing all the tears that 
were shed for our fallen angels. The design of the memorial itself represents the transformation from home to the 
battlefield. Upon entering the wall site, we see a sculpture of a fallen Hispanic soldier with a chest wound, a nurse 
attending him, and an African-American soldier extending his hand to the wounded soldier, representing the unity 
and camraderie of the soldiers. The Education Center is complete with a timeline of the pre-, mid-, and post- Vietnam 
War era. There we also viewed letters written by the soldiers themselves, an experience which brought us visitors 


to tears. A video of the interviews with Veterans was a culmination of this very sobering experience.
